Double Patenting 



1 . Claims 2-7 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,505,199 and claims 1-6 of U.S. Patent No. 6,728,710. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because Claims of patents 

6,505,199 and 6,728,710 contain every element of claims 2-7 of the instant 
application and as such anticipate claims 2-7 of the instant application. 

"A later patent claim is not patentably distinct from an earlier patent claim 
is obvious over, or anticipated by, the earlier claim. In re Longi, 759 F.2d at 896, 
225 USPQ at 651.
